UNITED STATES BREAKS WITH GERMANY 


Neutral Nations Asked to Stand With America 


» THE RUTHLESS SACRIFICE OF 
AMERICAN LIVES MEANS WAR 


Washington. — President Wilson 

last Saturday broke off diplomatic 
relations with Germany and warned 
the Kaiser that ruthless sacrifice of 
American lives and rights meant 
war. : 
The President made formal an- 
nouncement of his action to the 
country and to the world at a joint 
session of Congress. 


TEXT OF PRESIDENT'S 
SPEECH TO CONGRESS 


After informing Congress last 
Saturday that he had ordered the 
Secretary of State to sever diplo- 
matic relations with the Imperial 
German Government, President Wil- 
son conveyed a threat of war in 
closing his speech. 
a few omissions marked by stars, 
follows: 


I refuse to believe that it is 
the intention of the German au- 
thorities to do in fact what 
they have warned us they will 
feel at liberty to do * * * 
take the lives of American citi- 
zens in the willful prosecution 
of the ruthless naval program 
* * * If this inveterate confi- 
dence on my part in the so- 
briety and prudent foresight of 
their purpose should unhappily 
prove unfounded; If American 
lives should in fact be sacrificed 
by théir navai commanders 
* * * YT ghall take the liberty 
of coming again béforé the Con- 
gress to ask that authority be 
given me to use any means that 
may be necessary for the pro- 
tection of our seamen and our 
people in the prosecution of 
their peaceful and legitimate 
errands on ‘the high seas. I 
can do nothing less. I take it 
for granted that all neutral 
governménts will take tha same 
course. We do not desire any 
hostile conflict with the Im- 
perial German Government 
* * * We wish to serve no 
selfish ends * * * We seek 
merely to vindicate our right 
to liberty and justice and an 
unmolested life. These are the 
bases of peace, not war. God 
grant we may not be challenged 
to defend them by acts of will- 
ful injustice of the present 
Government of Germany. 
Passports were handed to Count 

von Bernstorff; Ambassador Gerard, 
with all his staff, and all American 
Consuls were ordered out of Ger- 
many. All German Consuls in the 
United States are expected to with- 
draw, that the severance of rela- 
tions may be complete. American 
diplomatic interests in Berlin were 
turned over to Spain; German dip- 
lomatic interests in the United 
States were taken over by Switzer- 
land. Foreign diplomatic interests 
which the United States had in 
charge in Germany were turned 
over to various neutrals. 

Two years of diplomatic negotia- 
tions, marked with frequent crises 
and attended with the loss of more 
than 200 American lives on the 
high seas, culminated with an act 
which in all the history of the world 
has always led to war. Every 
agency of the American Government 
was set in motion to protect the 
country against acts of German 
sympathizers. These moves are of 
necessity being kept secret. 

With the notice of severance of 
diplomatic relations the United 
States sent to Berlin a demand for 
the immediate release of sixty-four 
Americans taken from ships cap- 
tured by German raiders in the 
South Atlantic. 

At the request of the President, 
Congresa immediately after hearing 
his address, began work on -new 
laws framed by the Department of 
Justice to check conspiracies and 
plots against the United States 
which cannot now be reached under 
existing statutes. 

The question of convoying Amer- 
ican merchant ships through the 
ssubmarine blockade was taken up 
and is being considered as one of 
the. next moves by this Govern- 
ment. 

The news of the torpedoing of the 
American steamer Housatonic, com- 


ing almost before President Wilson’s 
words in Congress had died away, 


ereated a tremendous sensation, but 
it does not necessarily constitute 
such an invasion of American rights 
as the President said he would meet 
by asking Congress for additional 
authority te aot. 


WILSON ASKS NEUTRALS TO

| had been lost, dispelled a cloud which 
threatened the storm to follow the 
\first overt act against the United 
States under the new war zone order. 


UNITED STATES SEIZES 
| ALL GERMAN VESSELS 

Panama.—Four Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line steamships-which have been 
in Cristobal harbor were seized last 
Saturday afternoon by the canal 
zone authorities. Night harbor traf- 
fic at Cristobal has been stopped 
and strict protective measures have 
beep .taken throughout the Canal 
zone. The steamers seized are the 
Savoia of 2,614 .gross tons, the 
Grunewald of 4,707 gross tons, the! 
Sachsenwald of 3,559 gross tons, 
and the Prinz Sigismund of 4,689 
gross tons. The vessels have been 
in the harbor since the beginning of |} 
the war.

That is the statement of the 40,000 
members of the organizations which 
he heads, Hermann said last Saturday 
afternoon. Discussing the probable ef- 
fect of the break in relations, he said: 

“IT don't believe it will mean war. 
I cannot conceive of the United States 
going to war with a nation which has 
done her no harm. Germany has sim- 
ply taken England’s course; I do not 
blame England for her blockade, but 
I cannot see how Germany can be con- 
demned for the same tactics. 

“But if war comes$ it will be Amer- 
ica first and Germany second with us 
German-Americans, although we will 
be in the position of a girl, married, 
supporting her husband against her 
mother. - We have sworn allegiance to 
the United States, and we will nut for- 
get our oaths.” 

Delegates to the last convention of 
the German-American Association in 
September informally took the position 
announced by Hermann, he said: 

“German-Americans will stand by the 
United States,” said Max Schmidt, pres- 
ident cf the German General Benevo- 
lent Society. “Only an unavoidable 
rough element will try to make trouble 
in this country. 

‘I am not much of a diplomat, but 
I can't see the use of going to war. 
Germany can do nothing to the United 
States; America cannot hurt Germany. 
We German-Americans — some of us 
havo lived here twenty, thirty and even 
fifty years—regret the present situa- 
tion and hope its issues may be set- 
tled peaceably. 

“All decent German-Americans will 
be for the United States if war must 
come.”

Hot Air Bath in Bed. 


An apparatus in which one can take 
a “hot air bath” in one’s own bed is 
the invention of William F. Erath of 
Rosebank, N. Y. It is of semicylindrical 
shape and consists of half hoops con- 
nected by lazy-tong members by means 
of which the apparatus can be col- 
lupsed when not in use. This frame is 
covered with blankets or comfortables 
packed closely around it to form an ex- 
temporaneous chamber for the occu- 
pant. 

A’ suitable heater or alcohol burner 
heats the air in a metal drum, which is 
connected by a pipe with an opening in 
the end of the bathing chamber. An- 
other opening above it is for the dis- 
position of the used-up air. A_ rod 
with a handle at its end, supported on 
a bracket, extends from the heater 
along the side of the bed to a point 
within convenient reach of the person 
enjoying the apparatus. By this means 
the heat supply can be controlled mere- 
ly by reaching out ap arm.

Sam Has Made Record of Never 
Losing Penny for His Wards. 


How many guardians can congratu- 


late themselves upon the fact that they | 


have never lost a penny for a ward 
during a period of half a dozen years’ 

Uncle Sam, however, can say this 
for himself when it comes to the 
guardianship over the money of hie 
Indian wards. This is somewhat not 
able in itself, but it is still more so 
When it is realized that a woman looks 


ufter the surplus cash of the Indians 
and sees that it is safely bunked and 
| that the highest possible rate of inter- 
est is secured. 

There are thousands of Indian bank 
depositors in the United States, and 
Hheit cash holdings amount to over 
$10,000,000, Their tribal holdings in 
banks amount to $4,000. 000 more, mak- 


ing a total of $22,000,000 on deposit. 1 
is the duty of Miss Edith A. Fries of 


the bureau of Tudisn affairs at Wash- 
ington to see that the money is plnced 
to the best possible advantage of its 
owners, and also to make sure tlie it 
is fully protected. ‘ 

Miss Fries takes no chances, or the 
government record could hardly stuna 


flawless as it does today, with not a 
loss of a single dollar to be accounted 
for. Every chance of loss is elimi- 
nated by the thorough inanner in 
which she goes about her work of safe- 
guarding the money in her care.

In the Theater Anyhow. 


In the first place, no banks are per- 
mitted to serve as depositaries of In- 
dian funds except such as are able to 


give evidence of stability and safe 
management; in the second, no dollars 
enter their coffers until they are cov- 
ered, dollar for doHar, by bends, which 


secure their safety. It has happened 
in a few instances that a bunk, after 
serving acceptably for several years, 
has suffered reverses and closed its 
doors, but in every case the full ainount 
due the Indians was collected from 
the sureties ou the bonds. 

To keep the funds in her charge in 
this condition of happy security, Mis 
Fries has to give a full day’s work 
six days of every week to her task. 
She has become well acquainted with 
national bank operations and with the 
laws of the state banking departments 
of every section in which Indians hold 
residence. She has learned the cn- 
pacity of the leading banks in those 
sections and also the highest rate ot 
‘nterest each can pay, and she makes It 
ker business to procure for the Indians 
the highest possible price for their 
money consistent with safety. 

The government, be it known, does 
not permit the Indlans to handle the 
moneys which accrue to them in one 
way and another unless they have de- 
veloped to a condition of self-helpful- 
ness, and shown entire competency to 
manage their own affairs. The money 
derived by them from the sale of lands 
granted by the government or through 
the development of resources on,Aheir 
allotments is not paid to them outright, 
but Is given to the Indlan fleld super- 
intendents, who handle the funds for 
the Indians in their agencies. 

When a superiatendent accumulates 
a lurge trust sum, as he frequently 
does, he invites the state and national 
banks in the vicinity of the agency to 
submit bids as to interest rates. These 
rates are sent to the Indian office, and 
it is the work of Miss Fries to consider 


them and to select u bank or banks in 
which to place the funds. Many banks 
regard Indian moneys as desirable de 


posits, and us a result good interest 
rates are quoted. It is not unusual to 
receive 4 per cent on check accounts. 
On time deposits the rate often 
reaches 5 per cent and occasionally 6. 


Banish Worry and Live 
Longer, Says Uncle Sam 


The public health = service, 
which has been gathered statis\ 
tics on nervous diseases and 
their tendency to shorten life, 
has issued a bulletin against 
worrying. 

“So far as is known,” says the 
bulletin, “no bird ever tried to 
build more nests than its neigh- 
bor; no fox ever fretted because 
he had only one hole in which 
to hide; no squirrel ever died of 
anxiety lest he should not lay 
by enough nuts for two winters 
instead of for one; and no dog 
ever lost any sleep over the fact 
that he did not have enough 
bones laid aside for his declin- 
ing years.”

The City Engineer of San Fran- 
cisco states that at the present rate 
of progress the Hetch Hetchy water 


420,000 acres of that great pleasure 
ground. 

It drains lake Eleanor through 
Cherry Creek, and involves con- 
struction of a 112 billion gallon 
basin in the bed of the Hetch 
Hetchy.
